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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential steps, such omission amoimting to a gap between the steps. See MPEP 

§ 2172.01. The omitted steps are: additional steps to achieve the stated goal of the claim. 
Namely, steps that selectively bind a neutral, positively-charged or negatively-charged molecule, 
in solution or solid state. The missing steps should address: how the selective binding occurs 
and whether the same method applies regardless of the molecule charge. Further clarification 
and/or correction is required. 

3. Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 8 refers to compounds numerically that are not set forth in the claim. Further 
clarification and/or correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
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subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by USP 6,566,517 
to Miura et al. (herein referred to as "Miura"). 

Miura teaches a compound that within the scope of the claimed invention that has 
selective afi&nity for neoplastic tissue. See abstract.
